June 28.—State¬ 
wide prohibition of the liquor business 
In West Virginia becomes effective 
next Tuesday midnight. It brings the 
total number of states In the prohibi¬ 
tion column up to nine. 

With West Virginia added, the list 
will be: Qeorgia, Kansas. Maine, Mis¬ 
sissippi, North (*aroIina. North I>a- 
kota. Oklahoma, Tennessee, West Vir¬ 
ginia. These nine states of total pro¬ 
hibition territory, plus the local no- 
I license area, make up 2,137.728 square 
miles In which 48.029,7&0 persons or 
nearly fifty per cent, of the country’s j 
population live according to the latent, 
figures of the prohibition l^ders. J 

The 92.000 majority with which the 
people of West Virginia accepted the 
dry proposition was relatively the 
largest ever given by any state. It was 
Approximately 2 to • 1 for statewide 
suppression of the liquor business. It 
was a surpriae even to the prohibition 
forces, who were Indebted largely to 
the determined stand which many of 
the large employees took In favor of 
their cause. The state has a popula¬ 
tion of 1.221,119 by the census of 1910. 

The mandate of the legislature, em¬ 
bodied In the Yost bill for the enforce- 
ipent of the new law. beginning July 
1, departs In many respects from the 
methods hitherto tried along this line. 
The chief features centre about the 
creation of a commissioner of prohlbl- 
tkm, whose particular business It will 
lie to see that by next Tuesday mid¬ 
night some 1.200 liquor selling places 
in the state have disposed of their 
slocks and that thereafter all persons 
shall be punished by law* if they keep 
liquor for sale.

Annual Oathsring of B. C. Rifla As¬ 
sociation Will Taka Place at 
Richmond Range. 

The city loses the annual meeting 
of the British Columbia Rifle asso- 
clallun this year bfcause the new 
ranges on the peninsula are nut ready 
for operation. At the annual business 
meeting of the association last sum¬ 
mer U was resolved to come to Vic¬ 
toria this year If the targets were 
ready at the Saanich range, but when 
the preliminary meeting was held to 
arrange the details of the coming con¬ 
tests, which begin on July 22, and last 
four days, local representatives could 
h(»ld out no hope of the range being 
ready. 

Therefore the contest will again be 
shot off at the Richmond range. Van¬ 
couver. although It is' thoroughly un- 
sulted, being too small for the large 
number of riflemen who enter for the 
various competitions from all over the 
province. As a matter of fact ten¬ 
ders are now* Invited, to be in by July 
13, for the new range In Vancouver. 

A considerable increase is expected 
in the number of competitors from 
Victoria this year, owing to the great 
sdvance In militia matters here since 
the last gathering at Richmond. Con- 
•Iderable activity continues at Clo\*er 
Point range in preparation for the 
coming contests. From the success¬ 
ful riflemen are chosen the British 
Columbia team for the national com- 
petitlcn.

that each of tlto bullets inflicted a 
mortal wound. 

For an instant after the attack, Field 
Marshal Puilorek thought the archduke 
and the duchess, seated opposite him, 
had again escaped. Neither the arch¬ 
duke nor the duchess uttered a sound, 
but a moment afterward U was seen 
that they had been hit. 

Lieut.-Colonei Erik Marixsi. who had 
Ken wounded by the bomb in the first 
attack, was to-day pronounced out of 
danger, while the injury sustained by 
Count von Bous-Waldeck is said to be 
insignincanL 

The Croatian students here to-day 
made several attempts to punish the 
Serbs, but the troops were called in 
and maintained order. 

Gabrinovics, it was learned to-day. 
had been expelled from Sarayevo tw*> 
years ago. but had been recently per¬ 
mitted to return through the interven 
tion of a Socialist member of the 
Bosnian diet. 

Some Servian students here.' when 
they heard the news of the assasslrta- 
tlon. shouted, “Thank God, we need 
rot do it ourselves." 

They were arrested as accomplices of 
< he assassins. 

Vienna. June 29.^The opinion has 
gsined ground in authoritative circles 
here that the future of Austra- 
Hungary now, more than ever depends 
on the health of the venerable Emperor 
Fiancis 'Joseph. 

It was pointed out In high political 
circles that if the emperor Is permitted 
to reign only a few years more every¬ 
thing may continue as usual, and 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand’s death 
will have little lasting material effect 
on the foreign or domestic affairs of the 
dual monarchy. 

It M’aa argued that should a youth¬ 
ful and Inexperienced ruler like the 
Archduke Charles Francis Joseph, son 
of the late Archduke Otto, suddenly be 
called upon to take th<» reins of govern¬ 
ment, a period of anxiety might super¬ 
vene. 

The young archduke and his wife, 
who was Princess Zita of Para, are 
both extremely popular among ail 
classes of society, and everybody from 
the emperor down is said to be prepar¬ 
ed to d<i his utmost to help them in 
every way to rise to the responsible 
position so suddenly thrust on them. 

The suggestion was put fora’ard in 
some quarters that Archduke FYancis 
Ferdinand’s death is likely to cause a 
political upheaval, but It is said to 
have little real foundation, as the old 
emperor has kept the reins of govern¬ 
ment in his own hands, delegating ^ 
little pow'er as possible to his fate 
nephew. 

Much mystery alwa#f iias existed in 
Austria-Hungary regasdirtg the late 
heir’s real political claims. He was 
•sedtred with being an ardent Catholic 
add ^he ebleC supporter of the power¬ 
ful Christian Socialist or antl-SemlUc 
pariy in Austria. * • 

It was known he was not in sym¬ 
pathy.with the Magyr regime in Hun¬ 
gary, nor was he as .pro-German In 
Austria as some of the German Na¬ 
tionalist factions desired him to be. 
The tate archduke. It is .believed, 
really favored some form of three-fold 
system for the future government of 
the Austro-Hungarian empire to take 
the place of the present dual regime of 
Germans in Austria and Magy'rs In 
Hungary. It Is said he desired to see 
the great Slavic population in the two 
halves o^ the empire and forming u 
very powerful proportion of the 1p- 
habltants, given some definite share 
in the government of \he country. In¬ 
deed, it is declared he' made clear 
promises in that direction to e^afn 
leaders of the Slav parties a' feW 
months ago. 

His death removes all these possi¬ 
bilities and will, it is understood, prove 
a serious blow to the dominant power 
and to the nnli-Semites. As far as the 
new heir-presumptive Is concerned, his 
XKilitlcal opponents may almost be said 
to be non-existent. In foreign policy, 
it is said to be quite certain that the 
Archduke Charles Francis Joseph will 


have a strong supporter in Germany 
and of the Triple Alliance. The influ¬ 
ence of his uncles, the king of Ba¬ 
varia and Haxony, and the future of 
the king of Wurtemberg will, it is ar¬ 
gued. certainly keeps him attached- to 
the German empire. 

It is generally thought that If the 
young archduke be given a fair chance 
he is likely to prove a second Emperor 
Francis Joseph and that under his fu¬ 
ture rule, affairs in Austria and Hun¬ 
gary, i>oth foreign and domestic, will 
pursue the same course as during the 
present reign. The new heir-apparent 
is known to be a devout Catholic, but 
like the old emperor, he does not 
make his religion an affair of potitica 

Archduke Charles Francis Joseph, al¬ 
though he has no experience in state¬ 
craft. possesses the happy focuity of 
getting on well with everybody. In 
view of the exulted position he was one 
clay expected to occupy, Ihe new heir- 
presumptive was given a sound and 
careful education. After his prelimin¬ 
ary schooling he attended classes at 
the classical school conducted by the 
Benedictine monks, who came original¬ 
ly from Scotland and which Is the 
most liberal Catholic seminary In 
Austria. Here the young archduke 
mingled freely with the sons of pro¬ 
fessional and business men, who form 
the best and most solid class in the 
Vienna community. He underwent his 
examinations In public at that school, 
and the tests were, at the emperor's 
wish, made more severe for him than 
for the ordinary scholars because, as 
his majesty said, so much depended 
on him. 

' In addition to his school education, 
the archduke was thoroughly coached 
by private tutors at home, and his 
education In isngauges has been es¬ 
pecially looked after. 

The archduke's wife. Princess Zita, 
also is sn excellent l(i*gulst. Since her 
marriage she has learned the Hungar¬ 
ian language at the special wish of 
the emperor, who presented her with 
the Hungarian library of the late Em¬ 
press Elisabeth. 

FRANCIS JOSEPH RETURNS 
FROM SUMMER RESIDENCE 
ON LEARNING OF TRAGEDY 

Ijondon. June 29.—The sympathy not 
only of the rulers, but of the people of 
Europe has been expressed to the sged 
Emperor Francis Joseph, whose much 
needed rest at his summer residence 
at Ischl has-been broken by the crime. 
He left tschl. where he was recuper¬ 
ating from his recent severe tllness, 
for Vienna to-day. The imperial train 
Mopped at Arstetten, where the em¬ 
peror was Joined by Archduke Fran¬ 
cis Salvator and. by his only daughter, 
the Archduchess Marla Valeria.
